BE 1T ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF NEW MEXICO:

Section 1. APPROPRIATION.--Two hundred thousand dollars
($200,000) is appropriated from the general fund to the office
of the state engineer for expenditure in fiscal year 1999 for
the purpose of funding mapping efforts required for the filing
of a proof of beneficial use for the middle Rio Grande
conservancy district water right for the purpose of acquiring
a license to appropriate water. The office of the state

engineer shall review and concur with any proposed use of the

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appropriation prior to disbursement.

All of the appropriation

shall be disbursed by the office of the state engineer to the

middle Rio Grande conservancy district. Any unexpended or

unencumbered balance remaining at the end of fiscal year 1999

shall revert to the general fund.
